SIR HENRY THORNTON 
ON FINANCE 


SIR HENRY W. THORNTON, K.P» * 


President and Chairman of the Bo: r 
Directors, Canadian National Railways. 


In addressing the thirty-first annual 
convention of the New York State 
Bankers’ Association, held last week 
in Montreal, Sir Henry W. Thornton. 
president of the Canadian National 
Railways, placed before the gathering 
the fine investment values of the great 
natural resources of the Dominion, 
which he stated had hardly been 
scratched. The economic situation of 
the United States and Canada demand- 
ed that these natural resources of 
Canada be developed along sound and 
practical lines, and he urged the 
Bankers, as counsellors of those who 
had money to invest, to educate their 
clients to the benefits to be derived 
from investments in the vast mineral 
and other natural resources of the 
Dominion. The speaker said in part: 

“Despite the fact that much public- 
ity has gone forth, much has yet to 
be accomplished to apprise Ameri- 
cans that the time is more opportune 
than ever for those from the United 
States to make investments here. We 
have more coal than you have in the 
United States; we have natural re- 
sources and mineral deposits whose 
surfaces have not been scratched, and, 
with lands sparsely populated, it is up 
to you bankers to so educate your 
clients of the benefits to be derived 
right here that Canada will so grow 
and blossom forth that she will stand 
out as one of the greatest of all coun- 
tries. 

“Bankers are playing a big part in 
the affairs of the world today, and it 
may be truthfully said that no body of 
men in the universe of finance has 
done so much to alleviate distress of 
nations, governments and peoples as 
have the bankers of the United States. 
Financial crises which have struck 
panic into the hearts of mankind 
have been faced by United, States 
bankers with that show of ‘front’ that 
characterized the soldier when he 
went ‘over the top’ during the World 
War. And yet, there are no decora- 
tions for such services as this class 
of servant has rendered. Rather did 
these men appear satisfied with having 
done a deed well and having done 
that duty which their position gave 
them the power to accomplish. 

“Remembering the position now 
held by the United States, it must be 
plain to the government of that 
country to the south that she cannot 
divorce herself from world affairs, 
and, if she is to continue to occupy 
the place in the limelight that her 
deeds have entitled her to, she must 
take greater interest in international 
affairs. Civilization has passel 
through the greatest crisis in the 
history of the world; there are many 
wounds yet raw, but unless thes® are 
bound us and friendships renewed, 
there are grave dangers that further 
complications will ensue. It a:most 
seems that the winning of the war 
was easier than the winning of peace. 
and problems that followed are very 
difficult of solution. 

“The safety of civilization rests in 
the hands of Great Britain and the 
United States. Waris the only game 
I know where both sides lose. When 
our two countries join hands for the 
prevention of wars, there shall be no 
more.”

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MEETING 


(Continued from Page 1) 

I have much pleasure in reporting 
another successful year in the business 
of your Association. In spite of the 
fact that live stock prices have reached 
the lowest ebb, we have managed to 
handle live stock in the past year to 
the value of $350,000. This tremendous 
turnover speaks well for the district. 
It also speaks well for the producer, 
who was far-sighted enough to pat- 
ronize his own Association, but more 
than all it reflects very creditably on 
the management whose object has ever 
been to handle the farmers live stock 
at the lowest possible cost. 

We have travelled far in the past 
year and gained not a little experience 
in the live .stock marketing. As those 
of you who are familiar with our his-— 
tory will remember, we started this 
organization more as a medium for 
the collection and shipping of live 
stock than a marketing agency. <A 
little over a year ago, we decided that 
we were not accomplishing enough, 
therefore we started to investigate the 
marketing end of the business, and the 
result was that at present we do not 
follow the practice of shipping our 
hogs to the Calgary or Edmonton 
yards, irrespective of the demand 
there, but we ship our hogs direct, 
wherever there is a demand great 
enough to spring the price a little. A 
gentleman’ vriting in The News 
seemed to think he had found a mare's 
nest when he discovered a large num- 
ber of our hogs were being snipped to 
Burns, but I would ask the gentlemen 
present if they think it a crime to sell 
to the highest bidder, for that is what 
we do. Anybody is welcome to our 
hogs if they will pay the price. The 


inevitable end ofthe hog is the pack- 
ing plant, therefore, in my estimation, 


the shortest and most painless route 
in getting them there is good sound 
business. 

In the last year a large number of 
organizations, somewhat like ours, 
have sprung up all over the province. 
This to me, together with the wheat 
pool, is a sign of the times, and may 
I say a sign of better times. The peo- 
ple engaged in agriculture in this 
country have begun to realize the fact 
that governments can help them but 
little, and that God helps only those 
that help themselves. As President 
Wood, of the U.F.A., remarked in his 
last annual address, “Too long have 
we bayed at the moon and slept in the 
sunshine.” I gather his meaning was 
that too long have we cried to govern- 
ment and high heaven for assistance, 
and at the same time overlooked op- 
portunities to assist ourselves and put 
our occupations in a better condition. 

This, I think, is very true, and I have 
great faith in the marketing of the 


farmer's product by himself as a great 
means to this end. But with the 


growth of a large number of these or- 
ganizations in the province, the ques- 
tion was raised “Why not amalgamate 
into one big association or pool, asthe 
wheat pool has done?” and with this 
idea in mind a meeting consisting of 
the officers of a large number of these 
associations was held in Lacombe last 
month. What was done there, Mr. Van 
Slyke will tell you, but my impression 
of that meeting was that we found it 
was not so easy, and we decided that 


we should have to go very slowly in 
order to do anything worthwhile. But

Egg Pool 


Last February some of the members 
of your Executive had the happy 
thought that an egg marketing centre 
should be established in Red Deer. A 
large number of people were dissatis- 
fied with egg marketing conditions as 
they then were, and they were not an- 
ticipating anything but more trouble 
when the new government regulation 
that all eggs be candled when received 
from the producer, should come into 
effect. Your Executive, after very 
careful deliberation, and after requir- 
ing information from every source 
possible, decided to start an egg mar- 
ket. This market has now been in 
operation for three months, and the 
fifth car of eggs went out today. There 
may be some really dissatisfied pat- 
rons of the egg pool, but so far I have 
not heard of them. I heard one lady 
say that she could candle her eggs 
better at home, but she afterwards 
admitted that the price she received 
was just as good as she could get 
elsewhere. 

The pool has a separate account at 
the bank, and all business of the pool 
is kept separate from the live stock 
end. The pool has not yet paid a 
dividend. but its position is very 
strong and sound. All expense for 
fixtures and a correct portion of the 
rent and light will be charged to the 
pool, and when these are paid I have 
no doubt that in the near future the 
pool will declare dividend. Meanwhile 
the majority of the patrons say that 
they are getting as much money, if not 
a little more, than they could else- 
where. 

In reviewing the year’s work of your 
Association, it is with a feeling of sat- 
isfaction that you will look upon the 
progress that has been made. These 
are trying times, and your Executive 
have had many difficulties. But on 
behalf of the Executive, I wish to 
thank all the patrons of this Associa- 
tion, for it is they who have made the 
measure of sucpesaiwet haves achieved, 
possible. This Association is the 
sheet-anchor of the farmers of the Red 
Deer district. The co-operative mar- 
keting principle is right: while our or— 
ganization may be imperfect, we are 
working, we believe, with our faces 
toward the light of that day when a 
more healthy condition will be shown 


‘Tin the finances of the farmers of this 


district, and your Executive will be 
more than repaid if we can rightly 
credit a part of that betterment to 
this organization. 

In the future; if any members are 
tempted to divert their hogs or cattle 
through other channels than this, I 
would ask them:to remember that pos- 
sibly were it nat for this Association, 
other buyers would not be willing to 
pay the price. The motive which 
animates the drover buyer is to make 
money out of the farmers’ live stock. 
The motive which animates the man- 
ager or the humblest servant of this 
organization is to render a service to 
the patron, to handle his live stock at 
the lowest possible cost, and save him 
money. The organization is yours: I 
would earnestly ask you to give it a 
larger share of your patronage in the 
future than you have done in the past. 
If you do, its ultimate success is 
assured.

The Manager’s report, presented by 
Mr. Ralph Patterson, was as follows: 
The Directors and Delegates: 

Gentlemen:— 

I beg to submit my annual report. 

During the past year we have ex- 
tended our operations considerably. 
Our chief advance is in having our 
own stock yards in Red Deer, whereby 
we are enabled to sort out loads and 
feed up Hight hogs if necessary, We 
never send out overloaded or under- 
loaded cars under the present system, 
which is a considerable saving in 
freight. 

As a large number of farmers were 
anxious to sell weaner pigs this year, 
we rented a pasture a short distance 
from the yards and are now in a posi- 
tion to handle this class of stock, 
which previously we could not do. We 
resell these pigs to any farmer who 
needs them, or fill orders to outside 
points; any of those left we feed our- 
selves. You will thus see that we can 
handle any kind of stock for which 
there is a market. 

During the past year, a number of 
farmers have purchased breeding sows 
from the yards. We are of the opinion 
that this is good business for the dis- 
trict, as a man can get hogs of the 
most desirable type. We do not charge 
anything for this service, the purchas- 
er pays the market price for the week, 
and the owner of the hogs gets exactly 
what he would do if they went on the 
open market. 

One of our weaknesses has been the 
welghing of the stock at country 
points, and it is the policy of the Dir- 
ectors to either acquire stock scales 
or get some other concern to put them 
in. With this in mind, the Associa- 
tion purchased the scales at Eckville, 
which, outside Red Deer, is the largest 
shipping point. 

We receive stock every two weeks at 
the following places: Sylvan Lake, 
Benalto, Hespero, Condor and Penhold, 
whenever necessary from Alhambra, 
Leslieville and Blackfalds, and daily 
at Red Deer. : 

Mr. P. Toivanen is our: agent for 
Eckville and Benalto; Mr. P. DuMeld 
for Sylvan Lake; Mr. W. R. Hdgar for 
Hespero; Mr. R. J. Pratley for Con+ 
dor; Mr. B. Rutherford for Alhambra, 
and Mr. D. H. Steen for Leslieville. To 
all these gentlemen I wish to express

my hearty,thanks for ‘their. loyal sup- 
port and-.co-operation.

We have our own dray. This is used 
for hauling feed, buttermilk, eggs, 
poultry, ‘etc. and is working practic- 
ally all the time. Prior to our getting 
this outfit, we were under a heavy ex— 
pense for draying. ~ 
In April last, the. Association widen- 


ed its operations by going into the egg |: 


business. The reasons for doing this 


have been explained by your President, |' 


This necessitated a considerable in- 
crease in staff, viz. a bookkeeper and 
three egg candlers. Prior to this, we 
had two men and a stenographer. The 
time of these two men is now equally 
divided between the stock department 
and the eggs and poultry. The egg 
business, being a new departure, was 
entered into with great caution, but I 
am glad to report has been most suc- 
cessful. 

We have paid Calgary and Edmon- 
ton prices at Red Deer, and will pay, 
as our egg report will show, a bonus 
to all the shippers, . 

We claim, and I think with justice, 
that we are entitled to the support of 
every farmer in this business, as we 
run this on a pool basis, and this is 
the only organization in Western Can- 
ada run on these lines. There is no 


doubt that the fact of our being in 
this business has. strengthened’ the 


two main egg markets in Alberta. The 
reports we have received, both from 
the government inspector and the 
firms we have sold to, have been most 
gratifying. 

Some criticism has recently been 
offered regarding our method of selling 
stock: it has been said that we are 
simply the agent of the packers. Such 
is not the case. We are not tied to 
any firm of packers in any way. We 
take the stand that our hogs are just 
as much on the open market in Red 
Deer as though they were on the Cal- 
gary yards. We have been selling the 
bulk of our hogs to one firm, because 
they have consistently paid the highest 
price. We sold ten loads last winter 
to other firms. 

Your manager has kept in = clove 
touch with the district during the past 
year, visiting the shippers and farm- 
ers and attending meetings when nec- 
essary. There have been some com- 
plaints of handling from the farthest 
district points, but in every case it was 
due to lack of knowledge of the ex- 
penses entailed, and when the matter 
was explained, the farmers were sat-— 
isfied. 

We, of course, get complaints that 
are justified, but would respectfully 
remind the Directors and delegates 
that this organization has grown with 
such rapidity during the last six 
months that it got a little beyond the 


staff for awhile. We are, however, 
rapidly getting the business into such 


shape that these faults will not occur 
in future. 

I wish to thank heartily the officers 
and directors for their help and advice 
during the past year. There have been 
many occasions on which their kindly 
words have helped through difficulties.

Mr. R. A. Van Slyke’s report as 
secretary was rather informal, prac- 
tically a verbal report. The gist of it 
was a review of the very satisfactory 
growth of the business of the Associa- 
tion. He said the Executive Com- 
mittee had held four meetings during 
the year,“mostly concerned with the 
organization of the Egg Pool. He re- 
viewed also the attempts that had been 
made, in conjunction with the Board of 
Trade, to get stock yards established 
on the C.N.R. 

The next order of business was a 
complaint of encroachments being 
made on the Association's territory by 
the U.G.G. at Penhold. There was a 
considerable discussion on this sub- 
ject, the feeling of the meeting being 
that, as the majority of the members 
were shareholders of the U.G.G., they 
had a right to have something to say 
about its policy, and should urge at its 
meetings that it should not trespass 
upon their preserves. Finally, upon 
the motion of Messrs. Parcels and Mc- 
Kinnon Messrs. Wallace, Lundberg 
and Pye were appointed a committee 
to take up the matter with the organ- 
izations affected, with a view to hav- 
ing this practice corrected. 

Provincial Organization 

Mr. Van Slyke next presented his 
report of a very important meeting 
held at Lacombe in March. This was 
a meeting of representatives of live 
stock shipping associations from _ all 
over the province, called to discuss 
the formation of a provincial associa- 
tion. Associations represented in- 
cluded Pincher Creek, Hanna, Egre- 
mont, Beaver River, Buffalo Lake, 
Acme, Waskatenau, Stettler, Leduc, 
Lamont, Monitor, Consort, Red Deer, 
Ponoka, Delburne and Grainger. The 
meeting, he said, had come tc the 
conclusion that one of the reasons for 
failure of “pools” was that there were 
too many of them—that is to say, a 
separate pool for each of too many 
commodities, which cost too much in 
overhead. It was suggested that all 
farm products might be handled by 
three pools, one for grain, one for live 
stock and one for all dairy products. 
Hon. Mr. Reid gave them some sound 
and valuable advice, and they had 
drafted a memorandum of incorpora- 
tion and bylaws. They were of the 
opinion that a contract basis was es- 
sential for successful operation. 

A long and very contentious argu- 
ment took place upon this last point, 
in which most of those present took 
part. Those in favor of the contract 
basis included Messrs. Lundberg, 
Chowen, Parcels, Oldford and Van|

Slyke; those against it, and in favor 
of the voluntary basis, were Messrs, 
Wallace and Heywood.
